Old Style and } New Style. 


In order to make this fully clear, it will: 
be necessary to remember that a year is 
designed to include .the exact period of 
time ‘which the earth takes to make one 
revolution around the sun. This is accom- 
plished in 365 days and nearly six hours ; 
but, as the calendar must consist of com- 
plete days, these six hours are omitted, 
and in four years they make upa_ whole 
day, whet one is added to the year, making 
what is called a leap year. This, however, 
is not strictly correct, for it is ascertained 
hy accurate caleulations that a solar year 
is exactly 365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, 
and o7.6 seconds; consequently, in putting 
on the 6 hours, we add 11 minutes 12.4 
seconds too much every year, or 44 = min- 
utes 49.6 seconds in four years. This, in 
the course of 1284 years, would amount to 
24 hours, or w complete day. [f this were

turies, which plan is found to balance the 
excess Of 11 minnfes 12.4 seconds, this 
being added by making every fourth year 
a leap vear. Every year that can he 
divided by four is not therefore a leap year, 
us people generally suppose. 1800 was 
not; for then one of these intercalary days 
had accumulated, and was dropped, to the 
great consternation of mmany persons, par- 
ticularly the ladies, who thought that the.

Immediately on 
its being known that they were in prison, ap- 
plication was made to the Mayor and Record- 
er, by some of their politiéal friends, for their 
release. This, however, was very properly 
retused. Late at night Judge Wells was 
sought out. and he at once gave orders for 


day at 11 ovlock. The City Marshall. on 
receiving the order, turned the prisoners out, 


repaired to a drinking salooh and had a good 
time of it tovether. The following day they 
eame of their own accord betore the Judge 
and, no one of course appearing against them, 
were by him fully discharged. 3 


Of this assumption of power on the part of 


Judge Wells. turnins men out of prison with- 
out reason arid without bail, against justice 
aud alkthe forms of law. and of his bold in- 
terference with the civil authorities in’ tavor 
of a band of lawless and desperate men, 
there is but one candid opinion among our 
citizens : and the indignation that has been 
felt and expressed here, during the week, for 
his course, has been decided and overwhelm- 
ing. The Mayor and Recorder felt them- 
selves aggrieved. and insulted by this lawless 
proceeding, and the whole police force were 
upon the point of throwing up their positions, 
as it seemed useless longer toarrest criminals 
who had so powerful a friend and “deliverer 
in the person of a Supreme Judge.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


Ed. Pacific.—Last Saturday a session of the 
Teachers’ Institute closed in Salem. The

The Teachers’ Institute is one link of a 
chain of instrumentalities which this State 
has desired, to secure a high order of instruc- 
tion in the public schools. The Normal 
schools are intended to take those who have 
had the benefit of the public schools and tit 
them forteaching. The Institute stimulates, 
replenishes and keeps a high standard be- 
fore those already in the services. And 
Agents 
are employed—some of the most successtul 
teachers in the State—to visit the schools, 
rear classes, and give a specimen of pertect 
teaching in the presence of the teacher. 
And finally, that the parents may be acted 
on as Well as the teachers, lecturers are sent 
over the State to agitate various questions 
calculated to promote the etliciency of the 
schools. In this way Massachusetts shows 
the importance she attaches to a thorough 
and generous instruction of her sons and 
daughters. She exerts an influence in 
the right quarter. She gues to the head. 
She makes the teacher.

The tobacco_plants are generally upon 
the margin of rivers-yet there is a lar 
quantity of good tobacco raised upon high- 
lands distant from rivers, but the former 
situation is preferable. 

The quantity of land cultivated depends 
altogether upon the means of cultivation, 
and the uct of the crop differs in value 
according to quantity and quality; as high 
as $30,000 has been realized by some of 
the heaviest planters from a single crop of 
tobacco, whilst the expenses attending its 
cultivation are cor iderably less than those 
incident to the raising of sugar-cane. — 

When the tobacco is gathered, it is hung 
upon poles about fifteen fect in length to 
dry; the leaf is allowed to remain a short 
time in the air after it is ripe, to dry a little, 
‘but not so much es to cause it to break 
during the operation of hanging. 

' As soon as the tobacco is dry it is piled, 
selecting a day for that purpose a little 
damp, that the leaf may not be liable to 
be broken in the handling; the pile, when

_ which is broken, or worm-caten in the field. 
The Principal is composed of all the to- 
bacco taken from the plants for the first 
time, as the leaves of the second-gathering 
produce another class of tobacco, which is 
called Capadura, and is inferior to all the 

former-mentioned kinds. 
There is likewise a kind called Libra de 
Pre, which is made up from the first leaves, 
or those-which come in’ contact with the 
ground, and is the poorest quality of the 
tobacco. | | 
After the selection, as above expressed, 
the tobacco is packed by forming the Jeaves 
into banches, as follows, viz: The Libra 
and Primera is composed of twenty-five 


of thirty-five, and the Cuarte of forty, 
which are the classes used for wrappers; 
‘and the. remainder are composed of forty- 
five leaves, and are used for fillings; these 
bunches are then packed into bules of about

The Rothschilds. 

Towards the end of the last century, 
Meyer Auschel Rothschild was a add 
in rather a suiall way, at Frankfort-on-the 
Maine, in Germany. Wien that country 
was invaded by the French, great dismay 
arose among the powerful and the rich. 

The ralers of petty principatities thed- on 
hearing that the French had crossed the 
Rhine. Amone these was the Prince of 
Hesse . Cassel, who arrived Frankfort

When the French withdrew, Rothschild 

recommenced ‘business, using——as he had 
permission to do—part of the prince’s 
treasures. Gradually he became rich, and 
increased his connection. 
Prince of Hesse Cassel returned to Ger- 
many. He called upon Rothschild, who, 
he had heard, had been despoiled of every 
‘Kreutzer in the world. Greatly to his sur- 
rise, Rothschiki restored all the jewels to 
im, and tendered him the money, With 
five per cent. (the usual interest_of the 
time) on that portion of it which had been 
used in his business. Struck with so much 
probity, the prince positively refused to re- 


est, and insisted that he should retain the 
whole of the money for twenty years long- 
er, at the nearly.nominal rate of two per 
cent. Further, he mentioned the cirenm- 
stance to the allied Eur‘pean sovereigns, 
who subsequently assembled at the Con- 
gress of Vienna, and successfully intiuen- 
ced them to enter into money dealings with 
Mr. Rothschild. 
Nathan Meyer Rothschild, third sou o 
the Frankfort banker, and born in 1777, 
was sent to England. 
tled in Manchester, the metropolis of the 
cotton trade. Thence he removed to Lon- 
don, where he made a few fortanate hits 
as amoney-dealer. In 1804, he obtained 
letters of denization from George III. He 
- married Harriette Cohen in 1816, and had 
two sons by her. In 1822; Mr. Roths- 
child was created a baron by the Emperor 
of Austria, and died in July, 1836. His 
widow-——one of the most estimable of wo- 
men, whose vast charities were limited by 
meither sect nor country—died in 1850. 
His eldest son, Baron Lionel Rothschild,

Beauties or Despotism.—-The following 
method of recruiting the Russian army in
